In accordance with the provisions 


of the State School Code. County Su- 
perintendent H. M. Roth Monday 'is- 
sued a call to the directors of the 
'.'A school distiicts in Adams county 
to meet at the Court House. Tuesday 
morning, April 11, at 10:30 o'clock, 
for the purpose of electing a county 
superintendent of schools for the next 
";Mir years. There are 170 directors 
ligible to cast ballots for the head of 
he county schools. A majority vote 
)f the directors will decide the choice, 
'here are but two candidates in the 
it-Id tor the office at the coming elec- 
ion. 
These are Professor H. M. Roth, 


he present incumbent, and Assistant 
bounty Superintendent W. Raymond 
Jhank. The salary of the successful 
candidate is $2,500 a year.

SHERIFF ALL WRONG AGAIN 
A sworn statement made by Chief 


of Police Crabbs, of Hanover, regard- 
ing constable's nvjleage made Friday 
morning before the County Auditors 
varied from a statement on the same 
subject made before that bodv Tues 
day bv deputy sheriff J. H. Hartman 
and as a result the Auditors ha\e de 
cided to surcharge the Commissioner: 
with the sum of $11.70, the amount 
which thev claim has been overpaid 
to the 
Sheriff. 
In 
his statement 


made under oath. Crabbs related ar 
agreement 
which he had with tin 


Sheriff to pursue and roundup crim 
inals on the fee system rather thai 
to receive payment on an itemized 
bill. As no fees were pre^ lously ai 
ranged. Chief Crabbs went to wort 
on five or six cases recently and turn 
edi the prisoners over to the Sheriff 
after he had captured them, and las 
December received the Sheriff's checl 
for $50, covering all the cases. 


The Auditors had. sought 
furthe 


information regarding the costs in thi 
John Penn case and also the case o 
Joe Shaw. Investigation in the for 
mer case revealed that the figure! 
were correct but in the Shaw case tin 
bill presented showed mileage of the 
constable as being 112 miles at ten 
cents a mile or $11.20. The testi 
mony of Crabbs, who was brought on 
a subpoena served by Constable Wil 
son, showed that instead the mileage 
was not over 15 miles, or a difference 
in the cost of $9.70. The charge fo 
the commitment in this case had also 
been entered at $3. when the law al- 
lows but $1 andi the Auditors there 
fore added the two dollars to the sur 
cha.rge, making a total of $11.70. To 
the present time the Auditors have 
surcharged $143.60 against bills fron 
the Sheriff's office. 
Besides the $61 


charged for whitewashing labor a 
the jail, there was $8.50 overcharged 
for board of prisoners at the jail 
The Sheriff had made several charges 
of six cents per mile for taking pris 
oners to the reformatory and peniten 
tiary and a surcharge was made in 
these cases by the Auditors amount- 
ing to $58.40, as the law allows but 
the mileage charged by a common 
carrier, which, is usually half of that 
charged by the Sheriff in this instance 
They also claimed an overcharge in 
transportation of $4 which makes the 
total bill $143.60 in the bills of the 
Sheriff's office. 


Two other bills which have been 


paid by the county were put on the 
surcharge list by the Auditors at this 
session. One is in the case of the 
Commissioners themselves, who drew 
$10 of the county's funds to pay trans- 
portation expenses to the Good Roads 
Day meeting at Caledonia Park on Oc- 
tober 4, last year. The other bill was 
that of Dewey Wolf, sealer of weights 
and measures of the county, who at- 
tended a conference of inspectors at 
Pittsburgh from September 26 to Oc 
tober 1. This bill is for expenses 
amounting to $82.25. The Auditors 
feel that as there i!a no authority per- 
mitting either of these expenses to be 
incurred, that the county should no' 
be called upon to pay the bills and 
therefore 
have 
surcharged 
them 


against the Commissioners. The work 
of the Auditors has now about been 
completed and bills surcharged by 
them amount to $235.85, which if sus- 
tained will mean that this amount 
must be returned into the county 
treasury- 


Through the efforts of the Adams 


county 
auditors and clerk to the 


commissioners Adams county was im- 
bursed on Wednesday aweek to the 
amount of $203.90, which was paid to 
County Treasurer Zinn. by William 
Hersh. acting as attorney for Deputy 
Sheriff 
J. Howard 
Hartman. This 


sum represents the costs plus inter- 
est at the rate of 6 per cent, of the 
case of Bessie Toddes, who was con- 
victed before the Adams county court 
three years ago and also the fine and 
costs in the case of John Fean, who 
escaped 
from the Gettysburg jail 


about one month ago.

lu reading Rome of the eastern press comments 


pertaining to the finance committee, I hava been some- 
what surprised at the expression of fear sometimes 
indicated that the increasing membership of that com-

We are one country and 
one people. The vitalizing blood of commerce must flow with equal free- 
dom through the whole body politic. 


We are a big country, and it is a long distance from the Atlantic to 


the Pacific. We of the West for many years have been trying to adjust our 
lenses to enable us to see and understand the eastern situation. From 
what I have read of late in some of our metropolitan dailies of the Atlantic 
states, I think we may be excused if we mildly suggest to some of them 
that they so adjust their optics as to see not only over the Alleghenies but 
also that vast empire watered by the Mississippi and its tributaries, and 
that further region reaching to our Pacific coast. 


Come what will, we must maintain the protective policy in this coun- 


try. But we must maintain it as a national policy and not as a sectional 
one. While it is impossible, by reason of varying conditions, to give every 
commodity exactly the same degree of protection, we should measure up 
to that standard just as nearly as we can.

The customer will profit from the 
transaction, because he will be deal- 
ing with a merchant who stands back 
of the goods that he sells, and \\h(» 
is easily accessible in case the arti- 
cles purchased do noi prove to b( 
all that the customer had expected. 


Give Home Merchant Preference. 
Why not try this plan the m-^sl: time 
you need something which you can 
not find in any of your home stores? 
The merchant In the average sized 
town cannot carry in stock everything 
that all of the people In his town may 
want at all times. It would require 
a capital many times larger than the 
average merchant can command to do 
this, but he does the best he can. 
Be ordinarily does carry In stock at 
all times nmny things fur wljich there 
IS no general demand, In order that he 
may meet the needs of his customers 
to the greatest possible degree, but 
rhere Is a limit to his purchasing abll^ 
ty. 
He l8 always ready and willing, 
lowever, to make every effort to meet 
Lhe demands of the coxuiuuiUiy.

transact his i)uslness with greater sue 
cess to himself at long distance than 
he could if he had to njeet his cus- 
tomers facetofaciv Tliat is the reast • 
that he does business by mall Instead 
»f sciiiim tn the per pie In ijls own 
•Ity. If the ^'oods which the mail .ir- 
iiM' man advertises in his allurin;: eat- 
Jilogues W(»re the bargains that he rep- 
resents them to be. he would not have 
to go outside of the i»oiifini's of hi-- 
own city to sell all the goods he could 
possibly obtain. Rut the average mail 
order house not only does not make 
any effort to sell goods In Its own city, 
but will not sell to anyone residing 
within the city limits. 
The mail order

Mr, Brooks is an adrocAte of a con-

Perfect Grcencvygrd May Be Quickly 
V Realized by the Use of Novel 
EnQliGh 
M e t h o d .

It Is proverbially a slow business 
getting a good grass lawn In a gar- 
den. but a new English idea makes it 
possible to secure a Hue stretch of 
verdure just as one would buy a car- 
pet at the stores. 
Grass seed Is sown 
thickly on strong canvas and, whtni 
this Is thickly covered with growth it 
Is ready for making the lawn. 


The 
site 
Is well 
prcíícccd. 
being 
made perfectly level, and .special at- 
tention Is given to getting the soil so 
that it Is a favorable rooting medium 
for the little plants. 
Then the grass 
mats are put do\Vn on sections, these 
being closely fitted together. 
As timo 
goes on tiie-roots pusi* down through 
^Ihe canvas and, in this way, establish 
a 
permanent lawn. 
Ultimately 
tho 
material will rot, 
The value of this 
lies in liie fact that an immediate ef- 
fect can be secured. 
It Is quite easy 
to have a splendid gra,ss lawn in rl 
Fituation where, a few hours before 
there 
was 
nothing 
of 
the 
kind. 
Thenceforward the grass will gd* on 
Improving and the little plants speed- 
ily t a k e ^ liold on the soil,—Scientific 
Anjerlcan. 


Trees Beyond Valuation,

are based on the value of trees to 
cities, parks and,private* prfjp^'^'ty, and 
liave no reference to the bare intrin- 
sic value of wood or lumbur. 
An pid 
oak tree whicli. because of its condì» 
tlon Is not worth ?2 for lumber, may 
add i^noO to the value of ,the city lot 
on which It is located.

In reading some of tl)p cnstorn pross commonts 
pertaining to the finance commiltoe, I liavc bomi snmo-

We of the West for many years have been trying to adjust our 
lenses to enable us to see and understand the eastern situation. 
From 
what I have read of late in some of our metropolitan dailies of tJie Atlantic 
states, I think M-C may be excused if we mildly suggi^st to snmo of thom 
that they so adjust their optics as to see not only over the Alleghenies but 
also that vast empire watered by the Mississippi and its tributaries, and 
that further region reaching to our Pacific coast.
